TOWN OF LEMPSTER 


State of New Hampshire 
1997 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lempster, in the County of Sullivan, in said State, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School in said 
Lempster, on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, 1997, at two thirty (2:30 PM) in the 
afternoon to open the polls for the voting for candidates, and at seven o'clock (7:00 PM) 
in the evening for the discussion of the articles of the warrant. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
ARTICLE 2: To receive all reports and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 3: Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from property tax in the Town of 
Lempster? The exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be as 
follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 74 years, $20,000; for a person 75 years of 
age up to 79 years, $30,000; for a person 80 years of age or older, $40,000. To qualify, 
the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years; own the real 
estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have 
been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less 
than $13,400 or, if married, a combined net income of less than $20,400 which includes 
social security and pension payments; and own net assets not in excess of $50,000 
excluding the value of the person's residence. (Ballot Vote) 


ARTICLE 4: Shall we adopt an "Ordinance Relating to Restraining Dogs" as follows: 
Section 1 - DOG CONTROL LAW 


I. It shall be unlawful for any dog to run at large, except when accompanied by the owner 
or custodian, and when used for hunting, herding, supervised competition and exhibition 
or training for such. For the purpose of this section "accompanied" means that the owner 
or custodian must be able to see or hear, or both, or have reasonable knowledge of where 
the dog is hunting, herding or where training is being conducted or where trials are being 
held. Nothing herein provided shall mean that the dog must be within sight at all times. 


ll. In this section, "at large" means off the premises of the owner or keeper and not under 
the control of any person by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably 
control the conduct of such dog, unless accompanied by the owner or custodian. 


ili. Any authorized person may seize, impound or restrain any dog in violation of this 
section and deliver said dog to a person or shelter authorized to board dogs. Such dogs 
shall be handled as strays or abandoned dogs pursuant to applicable laws. 


IV. In addition to impounding a dog found at large or in violation of this section, any law 
enforcement officer may issue, in the name of the owner or keeper of such dog, a notice 
of violation. Such notice shall impose upon the owner or keeper of such a dog a forfeiture 
of $25, which must be paid to the Town wherein such dog is owned or kept within one 
week of the date and time notice is given, in full satisfaction of the assessed penalty. In 
the event such penalty is not paid to the town within the time limitations specified, a 
summons will be issued to municipal court and any person found guilty of violating the 
provisions of this section shall be guilty of a violation, and fined no more than $1,000.00. 


V. Any dog "at large" that does not have a license attached as described in Section 8 of 
this Ordinance shall be considered unlicensed and will not be released from the pound 
until such dog is licensed properly and proof of registration is produced to the Police 
Department. The owner of said dog shall be responsible for any pound cost associated 
with the dog. No dog will be held for more than ten days at the pound. 


Vi. Any dog left at the pound for more than ten days will be considered abandoned and the 
owner will be financially responsible with euthanization and burial of the animal. 


Vil. The owner of a dog kept at the boarding facility for less than ten days will be 
responsible for any boarding fees. 


Section 2 - DOG RESTRAINTS 


No dog shall bark for sustained periods of time, exceeding 1/2 hour, or during the night 
hours so as to disturb the peace and quiet of the neighborhood. No dog shall be allowed 
to dig, scratch, excrete or cause waste or garbage to be scattered on property other than 
its owners. While in heat, no dog shall be permitted to run at large or be off the premises 
of the owner or keeper except on a leash by a responsible adult. No dog shall be allowed 
to grow, snap, run after or chase any person or person(s), or person(s) riding horses on 
sidewalks or streets. No dog shall be allowed to run after or chase bicycles, motor 
vehicles, motorcycles or other vehicles being driven, pulled or pushed on the street, 
highway or public way. 


Section 3 - DOG BITES 


If the skin of a person has been punctured by a dog and the incident was reported, 
including the identity of the dog and its owner, to the animal officer, if any, or to the Police 
Department, any officer shall, within 24 hours, notify the injured person, or, in the case of 
a minor, the minor's parents or guardian, whether, according to town records, the dog has 
been appropriately immunized against rabies. 


Section 4 - FAILURE TO ABIDE 


Any person who fails, by appropriate action including but not limited to restraining an 
animal from running at large, or otherwise effectively abating a nuisance found such under 
the provisions of this Ordinance, or who fails to comply with any other provisions of this 
Ordinance after being so ordered, may have his dog taken into custody by the police of the 
town and such disposition made of the dog as the court may order. 


Section 5 - CIVIL PENALTY 


Any owner, or handler, of a dog found in violation of Section 2 of this Ordinance shall 
within one week pay a civil penalty to the Town of Lempster at the Town Office in the 
amount of Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00). This section shall only apply to a first offense. 


Section 6 - SUBSEQUENT OFFENSE PENALTY 


Any owner, or handler, of a dog found in violation of this Ordinance a subsequent time 
shall be brought before the Newport District Court and upon a finding of guilty be fined not 
more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00). 


Section 7 - FAILURE TO PAY CIVIL PENALTY 


Any owner or handler of a dog who is found in violation of this Ordinance, and who was 
issued a civil penalty described in Section 5 of this Ordinance and who failed to pay the 
said civil penalty to the Town of Lempster within 96 hours may be brought before the 
Newport District Court and upon a finding of guilty be fined not more than One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000.00). 


Section 8 - PROCURING LICENSE: TAG 


Every owner or keeper of a dog 3 months old or over shall annually, on or before April 30, 
cause it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed for one year from the ensuing 
May 1, in the office of the clerk of the town wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
wear around its neck a collar to which shall be attached a metal tag with the following 
information thereon: the name of the town, year of issue of license and its registered 
number. Said tag shall be furnished by the clerk at the expense of the town from the 
amount received from the dog license fees. The fees hereunder shall be in conformity with 
the fees recited in NH RSA 466:4. 


Section 9 - VACCINATION REQUIRED 


Before a license is issued under the provisions of this ordinance except under the 
provisions of NH RSA 466.6, the owner or keeper of a dog shall furnish to the clerk a 
certification that said dog has been vaccinated against rabies in accordance with the 
provisions of NH RSA 442-A. 


Section 10 - PART OF YEAR 





An owner of a dog may at any time have it licensed until the ensuing May 1, and a person 
becoming the owner or keeper of a dog not duly licensed after May 1 shall cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed as provided in NH RSA 466:1. 


Section 11 - BOARDING FACILITY REQUIREMENT 


Any facility used for boarding of dogs picked up, will not release such dog until proof of all 
civil forfeitures have been paid with the Town of Lempster and all fees charged by the 


boarding facility have been paid or other arrangements have been made. 


The Town of Lempster "Dog Ordinance Receipt" will be filled out by the Town of Lempster 
employee receiving the civil forfeiture and presented to the boarding facility before the dog 
is released. 


Section 12 - DEFINITIONS 


"AUTHORIZED PERSONS" shall mean any Law Enforcement Officer or Dog Control 
Officer appointed by the Board of Selectmen. Authorized persons also applies to 
landowners while on their property, the landowner may restrain a dog and hold it for a Law 
Enforcement Officer or Dog Control Officer. 


"NIGHT TIME HOURS" shall mean the hours between 8:00 PM and 7:00 AM. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to establish 
or amend fees, as provided in RSA 41:9-a. Such vote shall continue in effect until 
rescinded. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $436,374.00 
for the purpose of General Town Operations. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required. )

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of repairs and reconstruction of Town Bridges and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000.00 to be added to this fund. (CIP Article) The 
Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 
to be added to the Transfer Station Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (CIP 
Article) The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,000.00 
to be added to the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (CIP 
Article) The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 
to be added to the New Cemetery Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (CIP 
Article) The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 
for the purpose of compensation for the volunteer firemen. The Selectmen recommend 
this article. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,100.00 
for the purpose of purchasing a computer, printer and software for the Lempster Rescue 
Squad. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700.00 
to purchase a multi gas detector for the Fire Department. This detector will denote the 
presence of carbon monoxide, oxygen levels, hydrogen sulfide and explosive levels. The 
Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $699.00 to 
assist the Southwestern Community Services. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to 
purchase radio equipment for the Emergency Operating Center and to authorize the 
withdrawal of this amount from the Emergency Management Communications Equipment 
and Emergency Power Capital Reserve Fund. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 202-A-d 
authorizing the library trustees to accept gifts of personal property, other than money, 
which may be offered to the library for any public purpose, provided, however, that no 
acceptance of personal property by the Library Trustees shall be deemed to bind the town 
or the Library Trustees to raise, appropriate or expend any public funds for the operation, 
maintenance, repair or replacement of such personal property. Such vote shall continue 
in effect until rescinded. 


ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to create an expendable general fund trust fund 
under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be Known as the Town Road Sign Maintenance 
Fund to be administered by the Highway Department, for the purpose of repairing and 
replacing Town road signs and to raise and appropriate the sum of $486.70 to be placed 
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in this fund, and to authorize the withdrawal of $286.70 plus interest currently in the Road 
Sign Repair Fund, the balance of $200.00 to come from taxation. (Majority vote required. ) 
The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to allow a one 
percent (1%) discount on taxes if paid within ten (10) days of issue. 


ARTICLE 27: To transact any and all business that may legally come before said Town 
Meeting.

Problem: Amendment: at the meeting called for an expenditure from 
the Town Hall Renovation Capital Reserve Fund to repair tne bell 
tower and the bell tower roof. The original article warned only 
to appropriate money to be put into the fund. 


Related: RSA(s:) 21392 


Resolution of problem: The $2000 appropriation to the fund, as_ 
warned, is allowed. The expenditure of $9800 from the fund, which 
was not warned, is disallowed. 
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Suggestions for curing problem: /, special town meeting could be 
called to appropriate from this capital reserve fund. Such a 
meeting would require a petition to superior court as an 
emergency request. The article could wait until next year's 
annual meeting. The simplest solution would be to call a special 
town meeting to appoint the selectmen as agents to expend from 
the fund. This would not require a petition to superior court 
because it does not address the expenditure of money directly. A 
majority of the selectmen could then vote to expend the funds for 
a purpose for which the fund was established.

AUDITORS REPORT

As the appointed auditor for 1996 | have examined all of the financial transactions of the 
Town of Lempster for 1996. | am satisfied, as the result of this examination that the towns 
business and record keeping are in financial order and that all reasonable procedures are in 
place to meet State standards. 

The Tax Collectors records, including all warrants, tax lien redemptions, yield taxes, 
current use changes, interest and penalties, were reviewed. The monies received by the Tax 
Collector were properly identified, transmitted to the Treasurer and deposited in the Town's bank 
account in a timely manner. Similarly, the Town's clerk's records were examined and all monies 
received from motor vehicle registration, marriage licenses, dog licenses, and other fees were 
properly recorded, transmitted to the Treasurer and deposited in the Town's bank account. It 
was further determined that all monies transmitted to the Treasurer were recorded and deposited 
in the Town's bank account. No discrepancies were noted in the Town Forest account. Monies 
appropriated by the Town meeting for individual warrants were Cispensed as voted. The 
Treasurer's accounts were reconciled with the bank statements and they agree. 

All of the Town's expenses were examined by check and invoices. All checks were 
signed by at least two selectmen and the treasurer. Proper invoices were available for all 
expenses requiring them. Not all hourly employee time sheets were signed by the employee as 
is required by the State and this should be remedied. Except for minor differences the Town 
expenses fell within the appropriated guide lines. 

The Trustees of Trust accounts were examined and were found to agree with the 
appropriate bank accounts. Funds were transmitted to and dispensed from the Trusts in 
accordance witi) the various warrants approved by the Town meeting. It should be noted, with 
strong approval, that the longer term trust funds have been transferred from low interest paying 
savings accounts to the State operated NH Public Deposit Investment Trust which should 
provide substantially higher interest and dividends. It was also noted that financial operation of 
the Cemetery has been strengthened with the initiation and collection of fees for the sale of 
cemetery lots and expenses related to internment. 

The library accounts were examined and agree with the bank statements. It should be 
noted that the Trustees of the Library have improved their management of funds to the point 
where the bank balance is kept at a reasonable level. 

The Rescue Squad records were reviewed and they now have improved their record 
keeping with invoices available for expenses. Their records agree with the bank statements and 
all of the Town's appropriated funds are accounted for. 

The Fire Department's records were similarly examined. Missing invoices for three 
checks were located and these expenses appear to be justified. The Town's appropriation of 
$2000 for payment to Firefighters was cashed but not deposited in the Fire Department bank 
account and there is no record, as of Feb. 14, as to how this money was disbursed. Procedures 
have been recommended to the Selectmen and to the Fire Chief which should remedy this 
violation of procedure. 

Overall | am impressed with the dedication of the Town's financial trustees and with the 
professional approach that has provided the Town with sound management practices.

CEMETERY REGULATIONS 


The Town of Lempster provides a cemetery for current and former 
residents and property owners of the town and their immediate 


families. The lots in the current East Lempster Cemetery are 
9'x10" and 2'x2' cremation lots in designated places. The full 
size lots in the planned new cemetery will be 4'xl10'. The 


Selectmen will set the price for the sale of the lots. MThese are 
non-transferable, but may be sold back to the town for the original 
SoleeperceCes-thiswpriceswildvonlyecoverathe Ccaretotsthe alotiand»snet 
the markers or monuments. 


All persons, vehicles and funerals within the cemeteries are 
subject to the control and order of the Cemetery Trustees. 


Two working days notice must be given for the opening of lots for 
interments. Working days will be considered to be Monday-Friday 
(excluding holidays) from 8:00 AM to 5:00 PM. All fees will be set 
by the Selectmen and reviewed yearly with all changes taking effect 
On oulne> sie, 


There will be no openings for interments on Sundays or holidays. 


Burials will be from May 1 through October 31. From November 1 to 
April 30 burials will depend on weather and ground conditions. 


All full-body burials will be required to have an outside container 
of concrete construction or equivalent. 


The cemetery grounds will be open during daylight hours only. 


Only town employees or those authorized by the cemetery trustees 
will be allowed to do work in the cemetery. For on-perpetual care 
lots, request for care by families may require a charge for 
materials and labor. 


No planting of trees, shrubs, or bushes will be permitted. 
Anything other than floral decorations or wreaths must be cleared 
through the Cemetery Trustees. 


The Cemetery Trustees have the authority to remove all floral 
designs and items as soon as, in their judgement, they become 
unsightly, dangerous, detrimental, diseased, or they do not conform 
to the standards maintained by the Cemetery. 
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Designated cremation lots will be allowed flush markers only for 
identification. 


Monuments must be installed by a professional company with 
placement approved by the Cemetery Trustees. 


Before any installation or work is done in the cemetery, the 
Cemetery Trustees must be notified. 


To protect and promote the best interest of the cemetery, the 
Cemetery Trustees are authorized to make temporary additional rules 
which may be needed from time to time to manage emergencies which 
are not covered by these Regulations.

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1996 PLANNING BOARD AND

Through the November 11, 1996 Meeting 


In July the Board approved the annexation of a portion of the 
Clifford property to the Gagnon property on Route 10, enlarging the 
Jolly Roger race track land.

This should easily be completed 
by the end of the year. 


As Chairman, I wish to express my appreciation to the rest of the 
Board, and to those I have served with both on and off the Board over 
the years that I have been a member.

CHAIRMAN 
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1996 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This is my seventh year of managing the Highway Department for the 
Town of Lempster. Over the years it has been enjoyable, 
interesting and at times frustrating. Department equipment, roads 
and bridges have received many improvements. As always there still 
are areas in need of attention. If we can keep going forward, we 
will gain each year. 


I feel the Town has been very supportive in the past few years. 
Along with making this position a three year term, some of the 
major improvements include the 1993 purchase of a truck with plow, 
Sander and dump body. This -is’:thev first ‘time’ the Towns. Nam 
purchased a complete highway department truck with all new 
equipment. Lempster voters approved updating the grader, a 1952 
Austin/Weston to a 1976 John Deere (purchased at auction in 1993). 
This has been an excellent machine that has required only general 
maintenance and repair. In 1994 we exchanged our 1986 Caterpillar 
loader/backhoe for 1994 model with full warranty. In December of 
1996 we purchased from Federal Surplus a 1985 Chevy 4x4 one ton 
pickup for department use. This replaces a 1976 Dodge that served 
us well in the past but has to retire. At this time the trucks and 
equipment as a fleet are in good shape. Purchases need to be made 
on schedule as planned to keep costs within a reasonable budget. 
The CIP program assists in making these recommendations. 


One of the biggest investments the voters made in the Highway 
Department is when they approved the construction of the new 
Highway Garage. In April we were able to move from the former one 
room school house that had housed our department's trucks, 
equipment and office (since the early 1960's) to the newly 
constructed 60'x80' garage located at the town pit. This has been 
a good move. We now have the room to keep trucks and equipment 
under cover for storage as well as room for repairs and general 
Maintenance projects going on between storms. 


Other than some part-time help January through March of 1996 we 
have remained a two man crew. This is a great responsibility for 
two men, with over 40 miles of road to maintain, along with truck 
and equipment maintenance. The winter of 1996 saw record snow 
falls. "fom this sanea. When there is a storm, the major through 
roads and school bus routes are done first. There has to be one 
road first and another road last. During the winter months we used 
3,500 yards of winter sand and 100 tons of road salt to cut ice and 
snow back. 


Department personnel have attended safety and road maintenance 
programs during the year. These programs are sponsored by the 
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Town's insurer, NH Municipal Association Workers' Compensation 
Funds and the University of New Hampshire. I have received enough 
credits from these classes to be classified as a Senior Road 
Scholar. A grant sponsored by the University of New Hampshire for 
work zone safety signs was applied for and received. To receive 
$2,000.00 worth of safety signs the Town paid $500.00 and sent 
Highway Department personnel to a one day class. 


The yearly maintenance of cleaning ditches and improving drainage 
is ongoing. Over $8,000 worth of culverts were replaced throughout 
the Town. State wetlands permits were applied for and received to 
do this work. Many culverts were replaced with bigger diameter 
ones to handle a larger volume of water. Blasting of rocks and 
ledge on Pitkin Road was done to improve drainage. Bridges in Town 
were cleaned and treated with linseed oil to prevent rotting. 


Other projects included United Construction laying 600 ton of hot 
mix on Benway Hill Road. They also crushed 2,500 yards of gravel 
at the town pit. The crushed gravel along with 1,500 yards of 
screened gravel were used on different sections of town roads. To 
hold the gravel, preventing potholes and to control dust, 10 tons 
of calcium was used. The Highway Department stockpiled 3,000 yards 
of winter road sand (material from the pit). A salt storage shed 
was built at the town pit by the Highway Department to keep the 
material covered and prevent ground contamination. 


With the assistance of NH Bitumous, we sealed four miles of road; 
Lempster Mt. Road, School Road and Crescent Lake Road. This helps 
prevent water from soaking into the cracks which would cause the 
road surface to break up. 


In March we received $11,764.00 in FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Assistance) funds for damages received during the storms 
of October and November of 1995. These funds were used to repair 
damages done by heavy rains. Again in October 1996 I applied for 


and received $4,028.00 from FEMA. To receive these funds it 
requires a considerable amount of paper work and meetings must take 
place with State and Federal officials. The Town of Lempster

Several local contractors/suppliers helped with projects and or 
allowed us to rent equipment. All have been excellent and helpful 
to work with. We could not have done the maintenance projects 
mentioned without their assistance.

ROAD AGENT 
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1996 FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Fire Department has had a very busy year. We responded to 13 
house fires, 8 electrical emergencies, 7 motor vehicle accidents, 
4 chimney fires, 3 car fires, 2 automatic fire alarm activation's, 
2 brush fires, and 11 cover truck assignments. The total man hour 
commitment, responding to calls, was 663 hours. This man hour 
commitment responding to calls amounts to an average of 44 hours 
per firefighter. Firefighters also attended an average of 8 hours 
of continuing education a month. This training included apparatus 
familiarization, self contained breathing apparatus use, ladder 
practice, driver training, CPR, 911 mapping communications, engine 
and ladder company operations. In order to run the department 
efficiently, maintenance must be done to all vehicles and to the 
building. The members of the department do all the repairs and 
maintenance to vehicles and most of the needed repairs to the 
building. Two automatic door openers were added this year that we 
hired out. This maintenance amounts to 4 hours a month or an 
additional 48 hours a year. Items such as inspections of 
properties and permit issuance are the responsibility of the Fire 
Chief. 


Four fire officers attended an arson investigation course taught at 
the University of Massachusetts, Amherst Campus. This course 
helped the fire department with fire investigations. It taught 
what to look for while responding to, operating at, and after the 
fire is extinguished. It has helped us to do a better job 
investigating fire losses. 


The 911 mapping and numbering is nearly complete at the time of 
this writing. We believe that all houses will be issued a new 
locatable address number within the next few months. Anyone 
needing a number for a telephone installation should contact the 
town office or the fire chief. The process of mapping and 
numbering has been very long, but the results will lead to a 
quicker location of your property in cases of emergencies. 


Smoke detectors in the home have proven to be early warning life 
saving devices. I encourage all people to make the small 
investment into a smoke detector. The 1996 State Fire Code 
requires all new construction to have smoke detectors on all floors 
and additionally in all bed rooms. These detectors must be hard 
wired 110V type detectors. Along with smoke detectors, we have a 
new alliance in the preservation of life, this is the Carbon 
Monoxide Detector. Carbon Monoxide is a colorless, odorless gas 
that the body absorbs faster than oxygen. This gas will kill you. 
Many people have installed these detectors in their homes and when 
they go off the fire department is called upon to respond to 
investigate the problem. We currently do not have a device to 
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accurately measure the parts per million (ppm) of carbon monoxide 
in your home. We cannot safely tell you that you have no problem 
if we are called to investigate an alarm going off. Our mutual aid 
dispatch center is receiving 40 to 50 requests per month for fire 
departments to respond to these alarm activations. I would ask 
that you support the purchase of this type of measuring device at 
town meeting. 


The Lempster Fire Department is currently seeking men and women who 
are willing to give of themselves to protect the lives and property 
of your friends and neighbors. The fire service can be a very 
interesting and rewarding experience. There is always a place 
where someone can participate and make a difference. Many changes 
have taken place during my 26 years in the fire department, but the 
one thing that remains a constant is the members commitment to help 
the town. I would like to thank the officers for their additional 
work and dedication, all members for your hard work and dedication 
and the selectmen for their trust and support in my judgments. To 
the townspeople, it is your generosity, gratitude and continued 
support that allows us to continue to do a good job. Thank you.

Of the 516 CSR's, 96 were generated by this department (i.e. motor 
vehicle stops) leaving 418 calls from the public. This is 97 more 
calls than we received in 1995. Of these 418 calls, the Lempster 
Police Department responded to 379 of them while the State Police 
had to answer 39. 
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PERSONNEL 


I regretfully accepted Officer Marie Brown's resignation effective 
January 1, 1997. She hopes to have more time to spend with her 
family now, and I wish her well. As of this writing, I have yet to 
fill the position. The part time police officer's school begins in 
February, and if I don't have the position filled by then, I will 
probably wait until the fall to fill it. If you think you might be 
interested or you know someone who you think would make a good 
police officer, give me a call. 


Officer Moore has successfully completed the part time police 
officer's school and is now certified as a part time police officer 
in the State of New Hampshire. In the short time he has been on 
the department, he has shown good instincts and has natural 
abilities. I am sure officer Moore's employment is for the long 
term. 


BUDGET 


With this years budget I am asking for a $1,471.00 increase to help 
cover the anticipated increases in calls, an 11% increase in my 
Salary granted to me by the Board of Selectmen, and for outfitting 
a new officer. The actual expenses are more than $1,471.00, but I 
was able to make cuts elsewhere in the budget. 


CLOSING 


I would like to thank the townspeople and the Selectmen for the 
terrific support we have received throughout the year. It's this 
support that really makes the job worth while. I have office hours 
every Monday night from 6 PM until 9 PM (unless I get called out), 
and I welcome anyone who has questions or would just like to stop 
in and chat. It has been my pleasure once again to serve you.

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1996 CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


In 1996, the Commission continued its negotiations with the Wright Trust 


regarding the land swap. Election of new members to the Trust has 
necessitated some delays. It is hoped that 1997 will be the year in 
which this transfer will be consummated. Until such a time as we are 


sure that there are no impediments the funds received from the Wharton 
trust for surveying, planning board costs and new signs for the trails 
will be held in escrow. 


The development of the Jolly Roger Park was monitored and at a meeting 
with the Wetlands Board found that this operation was in compliance with 
State Statutes. 


In May, the Commission conducted its annual roadside clean-up program 
with concentration on Benway, Long Pond, Lovejoy, Mountain, Dodge Hollow 
and Keyes roads. 


The Selectboard appointed Gilbert Pinkney, Emily Fairweather, and John 
Terrell to 3 year terms on the board. At an election Gilbert Pinkney 
was elected Chairman, John Terrell Secretary and Carol Stamatakis 
Treasurer. 


Two young people were granted Conservation Scholarships to attend Barry 
Conservation Camp. Miss Julie Heath and Miss Emily Roberts reported 
back on what they described as an enjoyable and educational experience 
and expressed their gratitude to the Commission and the Town for being 
able to participate in this opportunity.

ANG board of 
Selectmen appointed Philip Tirrell as Building Inspector. The 
Board appreciates Mr. Tirrell's willingness to take over this 
position and are sure that he will be more than happy to cooperate 
with anyone who wishes to build/remodel or reconstruct in the Town 
of Lempster. Building permit applications can be obtained at the 
Town Office, Monday through Friday, 9 AM to 12 Noon, or by calling

($324,657.00). (The school board recommends this article.)

Don Arsenault 
explained the study made over the past year. He stated that the SAU board meetings 
were not productive or functional and the school board recommends the split. Don 
made mentions of House Bill 1610 and recommended we vote for it. In a new SAU we 
would have less administrative costs and in the event of a spilt we would receive our 
share of equipment, etc. Our students could still go to any of the high schools. 


Doris Adler recommended taking a paper ballot. Motion was made by Michael Sklar and 
seconded by Lori Wilcox. All were in favor of a paper ballot. 


A "YES - NO" vote was taken with 128 in favor and 7 who voted "no". 


ARTICLE 9. 

To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of SEVENTEEN 
THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED NINETY NINE DOLLARS ($17,899.00) as a deficit 
appropriation to the 1995-96 budget to cover increases in the cost of special education 
and tuition costs and instruct the clerk to issue a certificate therefore to the Selectmen 
of the towns of Goshen and Lempster. (The School Board recommends this 
appropriation.) 


Motion was made by Arthur Jillette and seconded by Arne Nilsen. After reconsideration 
on this article it was withdrawn from the agenda. The motion was passed unanimously 
with a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10. 

To see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS ($500.00) to be added to the Goshen-Lempster School District Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (the School Board recommends this appropriation.) 


A motion sas made by Earle Chandler and seconded by Pnyllis Baker on this article. 
Doris Adler explained the money was to replace some of the money used for work on the 
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boiler. This article was passed unanimously with a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 11. 

To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ELEVEN THOUSAND 
DOLLARS ($11,000.00) to install an auxiliary power system (generator). (The School 
Board recommends this appropriation.) 


A motion was made by Phillip Keeler and seconded by Ralph Keeler to appropriate the 
sum of FIVE THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($5, 500.00). Phillip Keeler stated 
he has investigated costs and we would be able to put the generator into use at lower 
cost using a used switch with a ninety day warranty. Paul Barrett explained the need 
for a generator. The vote for an appropriation of FIVE THOUSAND FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS ($5,500.00) was passed unanimously with a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 12. 
To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
There was some discussion on the water system operation. Water safety was discussed. 


Don Arsenault thanked the administrators and superintendent for help in preparing the 
budget. 


Don Arsenault thanked Paul Barrett for serving on the school board for the past five 
years. 


He thanked the PTC for all the support they give the school with programs and the 
playground equipment, etc. 


Ruth LeClair and her staff were thanked for the-dinner they put on tonight. 


A multi-year negotiation for teachers contracts may be more productive. Comments were 
asked for. None received. 


Liz Durocher was thanked for her three years of service as Superintendent of Schools, 
and the School Board was thanked for their work. John Williams, moderator, made a 
point of saying more citizens should be at the meeting. 


ON A MOTION BY DORIS ADLER AND SECONDED BY MICHAEL SHKLAR THE MEETING 
WAS ADJOURNED AT 8:40 PM. 


The polls were closed 10 minutes later.

This vision statement was crafted by the 
Goshen-Lempster District Educational Improvement Team as the 
foundation for the development of an educational improvement 
plan. The team, which was initially led by former School 
Board Chair Donald Arsenault, is presently comprised of 
Mren John, Bonfiglio# Ms -vRuthobeé@lair;, IMs acSandra Lond; 

Ms. Carolyn Fellows, Ms. Barbara Richards, and 

Dr. Lilyan Wright; it is currently engaged in evaluating the 
school's technology, following the school's curriculum 
alignment with the New Hampshire frameworks, and determining 
the success of Goshen-Lempster graduates in high school. The 
plan has established a Technology Team (Ms. Sharon Parsons, 
Ms. Dayle Wells and Mr. John Bonfiglio) which created a 
three year technology plan. It also established a Community 
Relations Team whose members are Mr. John Bonfiglio, 

Ms. Judy Brenner, Mr. Yorick Hurd, Ms. Nancy Rickard, 

Ms. Jane Skeie, and Mr. John Terrell. The Community 
Relations Team is currently working with the P.T.C. in the 
development of an After School Program for the children of 
the community. The efforts, the contributions, and the 
unselfish dedication of time of the members of these teams 
have been key to success of the development and the 
implementation of the educational improvement plan. 


The Goshen-Lempster Parent-Teachers' Club (P.T.C.), 
under the leadership of President Judy Brenner, has had an 
incredible year in terms of activities to provide funds for 
Student projects, organizing educational and parenting 
presentations for citizens, and developing projects for the 
betterment of the school. One project is the formation of 
an After School Program, operated by the Visiting Nurses 
Association, which will enable parents to have their 
children remain at school until they return home from work. 
The P.T.C., with the Community Relations Team, is exploring 
ways to offer enrichment programs to students participlating 
in the After School Program. Another! Pi Ts Ci= progect? is the 
construction of a School-Community Athletic Court at the 
school.

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School staff and community members are constantly 
involved in the development of student activities in an 
effort to enhance the school experience for the children of 
the community. There are many activities and events which 
shape a school year.

JANUARY 


The third year of the Winter Activity Program offered 
four days of activities: downhill skiing, roller skating, 
tennis, swimming, bowling, cooking, crafts, volleyball and 
basketball.

Many hours were spent practicing after school and playing in 
competition. 


On the day prior to the Primary Election, students 
listened to the various "candidates" speak on the issues.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the citizens of the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School District: 


It is altogether appropriate at this time of year to reflect upon that which has 
occurred in the school district that is noteworthy in order to ensure the citizenry that 
its support of its school is warranted. With this in mind, the following illustrations are 
offered: | 


A long-standing issue related to the quality of the water at the Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative School was finally brought to closure which meant state standards 
were properly addressed. 


A collective bargaining agreement was generated that featured additional work 
days so that greater focus could be placed upon curriculum and instructional 
efforts that improve student achievement. 


Execution of the District Educational Improvement Plan was carried forward, 
thereby serving as the vehicle for continuous improvements in educational 
programming in the school district. 


A successful introduction of a guidance program occurred at the Goshen-Lempster 
Cooperative School which provided heretofore unavailable services to the student 
body. 


Withdrawal from School Administrative Unit #43 was ultimately achieved with 
voter approval at a Special Meeting on October 29, 1996 and subsequent 
confirmation and certification of the State Board of Education in December of 
1996. 


As the Goshen-Lempster School District becomes School Administrative Unit #71 on 
July 1, 1997, a new chapter in the history of the school district will unfold. Given that 
many positive happenings have occurred over the years, it is very likely that this will 
continue. 


It is our sincerest wish that this will be so.

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SPECIAL EDUCATION REPORT 


To the Citizens of Lempster: 


As the new Director of Special Education for SAU #43, I am very pleased to be back in 
town. Knowing the commitment of each district to quality education for all students, 
made my decision easy, and I wish to thank the selection committee for giving me 
the opportunity to serve the SAU and to continue with the dedication to programs and 
services for students with disabilities. 


Currently, there are 305 students who are "coded" as educationally-handicapped: 
Newport - 173, Sunapee - 81, Goshen/Lempster - 40, and Croydon- 11. At any given 
time, there are approximately 10 students in out-of-district placements. This occurs 
when there is no local program to meet a particular student's needs. Often, the 
placement is made by the local district court when a youngster has run into legal 
difficulties in the community. The majority of our out-of-district placements are 
court ordered. 


During this school year, I am assisting individual districts within SAU #43 to complete 
the process to begin billing Medicaid for those services which for which they can 
receive partial reimbursement. These services include physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, speech therapy, personal attendants, some pre-school programs, special 
transportation, and the purchase of adaptive equipment. The services must be part of a 
student's Individual Education Plan (IEP) and the student must be a registered Medicaid 
recipient. This will not have an impact on a family's Medicaid benefits or services and 
will be an important new source of revenue for our districts. 


It may help to understand the obligations to students with disabilities if the following 
is reviewed. It is "The Education for All Handicapped Children Act" (P.L. 94-142) that 
guarantees the following: 


A free, appropriate public education must be provided for all children, without 
cost to their parents and regardless of severity or type of disability. No child may 
be excluded from school because of their perceived educability. 


Protective, due process rights must be ensured for all children with disabilities 
and their parents to ensure free, fair, and unbiased assessment, placement, and 
programming for students with special needs. 


Education in the least restrictive environment must be provided; that is, to the 
maximum extent possible "students with disabilities must be educated with 
children who are not handicapped." 


Individualized educational programming, in the form of an individualized education 
plan (IEP), must be developed for each student receiving services under P.L. 94-142. 
IEPs must be developed by a committee composed of at least the child's teacher, 
the parents, a representative of the local school district, and, when appropriate, 
the student. 


Parental involvement is required for all decisions regarding the programming for 


students with special needs. Parents are to be involved in decisions unless they 
specifically waive the right to do so. 
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The "Child Find" provision of the law also requires that the local districts actively reach 
out and identify potentially handicapped students. If you have questions or think a 
referral would be appropriate, you may contact me at the SAU office, 863-3540.
